Public deserves to know the truth about former MPP 


S omewhere, tucked away 
in the silence and the 
banal denials, the truth 
about what exactly finished 
Kim Craitor’s career as an 
MPP for the Niagara riding, 
including Fort Erie, lays 
waiting. 

There are those, including 
Craitor and Ontario Premier 
Kathleen Wynne, who know 
what happened. 

But they are not talking. 

Oh, sure, they have spoken 
about it, but only in the 


Wynne says sexual 
harassment allegations 
against Craitor were serious 
enough that she asked him to 


Craitor says the allegations 
are unfounded and he was 
forced to quit to protect the 
premier. He also said the 
complainants were paid, by 
the Liberal party, to keep 
quiet. 

(For its part, the Liberal 
party says no one was 
paid for their silence. Any 
payments that may have 
been made, they said, would 
have been severance.) 

But the full truth the 
public is entitled to remains 
obscured in the fog. 

Craitor, obviously, is living 
under a cloud of unanswered 
questions that threaten his 
legacy and political future. 

So far, he has declined to 
discuss the particulars of 
the allegations or his plans, 
including if he still intends 
to run for mayor of Niagara 


He has indicated he will 
not attend tonight’s Niagara 
Falls city council meeting, 
where he sits as a councillor, 
due to health problems. 

His silence on the issue 
only makes matters worse. 

As an MPP, Craitor was a 
public servant answerable 
to us, the citizens. Therefore, 
the nature of the allegations 
should be disclosed publicly. 

The premier should not be 
able to duck behind closed 
doors to demand an elected 
representative resign. 

Certainly, an MPP could 
be removed from the party 
ranks, but from their elected 
seat? 

No. That is not the purview 
of the premier's office. 

Why Craitor would agree 
to resigning when he insists 
he is innocent is somewhat 
puzzling. 

Craitor never played the 
role of the loyal Liberal 
soldier. It was not uncommon 
for him to take public 
positions against his party’s 
policies. During his final 
provincial election campaign, 
he ran without using the 
Liberal name or party logo, 
establishing himself as an 
independent within the 
Liberal fold. 

So why would this party 
outsider elect to do the 
Liberals’ bidding on this 

Craitor made no mention 
of the allegations when he 
quit. At the time he cited 
“mental exhaustion" as the 
reason and many presumed 


he faced a serious health 
issue. After all, he had 
recently beaten cancer. 

Local journalists, including 
myself, heard rumours 
of sexual misconduct 
allegations shortly after 
Craitor’s resignation, but no 
one could get close enough 
to the story to publish it. 

Now we know those 
rumours had merit, but we 
don’t know why Craitor 
would bow to them if they 
aren’t true. 

Was it out of party loyalty? 
Was it to preserve his 
reputation that he could 
make an eventual run for 
Niagara Falls mayor? 

And what, pray tell, did 
the premier need protecting 
from? 

She was not part 
of whatever incident 
eventually resulted in a 
complaint against Craitor. 
Was her office afraid of a 
scandal? Maybe so. But the 
possible misbehaviour of 
a backbencher with litde 
influence would hardly 
topple Wynne’s government. 

In fact, the Liberals 
have carried more serious 
scandals around for three 
election cycles now, and have 
yet to lose at the ballot box. 

In fact, the Liberals would 


dealing with the truth openly 
when it happened. 

A premier establishing 
zero tolerance in her ranks 
on an issue such as sexual 
misconduct would appear to 
be doing the right thing.

Medals Found! 


Following the 1866 Fenian Raid, Welland County issued approximately 77 medals to soldiers in 
the Welland Canal Field Battery and the Dunnville Naval Brigade for their service during the battle 
at the Fort Erie dock. Each medal has the soldier’s name engraved on it. In contrast, the 
Canada General Service medal was issued to almost 17,000 soldiers engaged in the Fenian 
Raid, making the Welland County medal extremely rare. 

Gunner Fergus Scholfield served with the Welland Canal Field Battery during that June 2, 1866 
battle. He was shot in his left leg which had to be amputated below the knee the next day. In 
compensation for his injuries and service, Fergus was given the commission of lighthouse 
keeper in Port Maitland, where he lived until his death at age 80. 

Both of Gunner Scholfield’s medals (Canada General Service and Welland County) recently 
surfaced in Buffalo, N.Y. 

To commemorate the 150th anniversary, Scholfield’s two 
medals are now part of the Fort Erie Historical Museum’s 
collection. This achievement was made possible through a generous donation and with assistance 
from Mark Fraterrigo of Yankee Trader Relics and Roger Brewer of Akron Display Cases. Our thanks 
to everyone involved in bringing this Canadian soldier’s medals back to Canada. 

These medals will be on display at the June 4th festival at Crystal Ridge Arena park (3:00 - 6:30 pm). 

After June 4th, they will be on display at the Fort Erie Historical Museum, 402 Ridge Road in Ridgeway.
